f BIUT EXPECTS TO BE ABLE TO FINISH
l H1S PROGEAMME,

Six Speeches on His List Yesterday—Tac-
ties of Two Years Ago Being Repoated
—An Amusing Incident—Foraker the
Snlject of = Joke.

SPRINGFIELD, Oct.  30.—[ Special. J—Gov-
erncr Campbell addressed six meetings to-
day, speaking at Blanchester, Wilmington,
Sabinn, Washington Court Honse, and
twice in this city to-night, to an immense
andience in and in' front of the large city
bull. Before the mepiing there was a par-
ade of the clubs of this city and surround-
ing towns, and they made a very creditable
digplay. The Governor is very tired, but
expresses himself confident of being able to
earr¥ oit the remarkable progmmme
mupped ont for him.

The sensation of the day is the course of
the Cincinnati Emguwirer. ANl along it has
been known that Fditor MeLean was op-
posed to Campbell and would not give hilm
o warm support, Daring the enfire eam-
poiga the paper hus paid no editoriul atten-
tion to the campaign, and this morning it
began the publication of a series of specials
which the Kepublicans are” confident will
take all the life ont of the Democratic can-
vass. The Engrires’s Columbus correspond-
ent to-day announces that there iz no show
for Demoeratic suceess, and intimates that
Chairman Nea! has given up the fight. On
the other hand, this =ame correspondent
states that Chairman Hahn is confident of
Republican suceess, and thst the indicatious
sll point to MeKinley's election. Two
venrs ago this paper pursued the same
course, and W. C. MeBride wrote letters
from all parts of the State predicting the
¢lection of Foraker.

Chairman Neal kas telegraphed to the
ocounty committees all over the State de-
nouncing these representations us malicions-
Iy false, and the course of the paper
made the Demoeracy mad through and
through. .

WaAsHINGTON, Qct. 30.—A storm of grent
intensity is central in the north of Minne-
sofa.

BACK FROM THE WEST.

Roger O'Mara Arrives From Omaha
With Theodore Doerflinger,

THINKS HE CAN RECTIFY MATTERS.

Kot Looking Much the Worse for His Wild
Trip on the Prairies.

MORE ABOUT HIS METHODS UNEARTHED

Roger O'Mara arrived this morning at
1:30 o’clock from Omaha with Theodore
Doerflinger. When the latter was asked
by a DisparcH reporter if he had sny-
thing to say he declined positively tobe in-
terviewed, On the way from the depot to
Central station he told a friend that matters
were not nearly as bad as reported,
and wonld be straightened ontin afew
days. He also said that he was sorry that
he had left town, but went on the advice of
a friend. Mr. Doerflinger did not seem any
the worse for his trip, but took his home-
coming as a matter that could not
bo helped. Roger O'Mars stated that
Mr. Doerflinger tald him that he supposed
ke had lost the money in his building -ven-
tures, and that he had never kept anac-
curate account of hie transactions.

AL 1535 O'Mara walked into the Central
station and delivered hiz prisoner to the
Bergeant, A number of friends were at the
depot to see Doerflinger, but left before the
train arrived. It was 30 minutes late,

("'Mara turned over to the Sergeant a roll
of money econtaining $60 that had been
taken from Doerflinger. He snid he had 86
or § in silver, which he was allowed to

New stories in connection with the Doer-
flinger case were numerous yesterday, but
some were not well suthenticated. = One
was that the people of the Beventh
and  Eighth wards have  ealled
an  indignation  meeting, at  which
the Franklin @ School Board  will
be stood up and asked to explain. A Dis-
PATCH reporter canvassed the greater part
of both wards last night to find some one
who eould father this story, but not a single
person conld be found who knew anything
abont it. Several persons were fonnd, how-
ever, who declared their willingness to at-
té#d such a meetingif it was called. Amon,
these was George P. Letsche, a member o
the School Board. He said:

“Tf A meeting is ealled no one will attend
it more willingly than I, and T will just as
willingly tell all the people all T know. I
have nothing whatever to conceal, No
one has suffered much more than I in this
unfortunate business."’

Another storv was the Doerflinger real-
lized in two different ways on the $2,000 he
took from Willism Woods for Dexter
ml;i:g stock, In the first place he put
Woods off without giving him even a re-
ceipt for his mopey. Then, so the story
goes, lie made out a certificate for $2,000
worth of Dexter stock in his own name, but
on the stub of the certificate used Woods'
onme. This certificate was then taken to
the Diamond Nationul Bank, it is alleged,
and put up as collateral for a loan of $1,500,

Still another story is to the effect that two
years ago, when Doerflinger sold to Jesse
Crawford a house and lot at No, 1733 Cliff
street, for £,700, he took £1,100 in cash, and
the balance was secured to Doerflinger from

’| the Modern Building and Loan Association,

of which Doerflinger was then treasurer,
Wantoed the Title Examined,

Crawford intended to have the title ex-
amined by the Fidelity Title and Trust
Company, but Doerflinger advised him not
to do so, snying it would be only a useless
expense and that the association would not
accept the mortgage unless their at-
torney found the title clear. Craw-
ford agreed to this. and when
the title was delared good the deal
was made. Now comes the story that
Crawford on Wednesday reoeived 8 notice
from an Easterh man notifying him of $75
interest on a §2,500 mortgage sgainst Craw-
ford’s home that had been put on a short
time Lefore the sale by Doerflinger, and the
interest on which Doerflinger had been pay-
ing ever since. Mr. Crawford s a traveling
man and not in the city at present, but the
story comes from his er-in-law, who
lives with him.

The Sherif"s sale of Doerflinger's drug
store, which was to have been e to-day,
has been postponed for one week, but the
reason therefor could not be ascertained.

Florence (. Miller yesterday entered suit
against Theodore Doerflinger to recover
§480. He states that on September 17, 1891,

he loaned £480 to Doerflinger, recciving
his due bill for it. It is still unpaid.

FOURD A GASSERE AT MIDNIGHT.

Mendville Awakes This Morning to Find
Itself in Great Luek.

GABFIELD A MARVEL OF INDUSTRY.

He Was Posted on All Subjects and s Fanlt
Yas Too Much Speschmaking.

Garfield was a marvel of indusiry; #
trained student, whose chief delight was in
the investigation of the great principles of
law and government, says Clinton Lloyd in
the Boston Herald. He doubtless found the
duties of the presidential office not wholly
to his liking, Hehad always dealt with
principles rather than with men, He was
more at home in the great arena of political
discnssion than in the mere routine duties
of exccutive office. There may have
been a measare of compensation “for
his taking off”” in that it oceurred
when he had attained the full measure of
his fame, from which further service miﬁht
detract, but to which it could not possibly
add snything,

Garfield's style of oratory was not particu-
Inriy pleasani, owing to a peculiar intona-
tion of voice, which improved somewhat,
but was not entirely overcome. He weak-
ened his influence l{: the House by too fre-
quent talking. He hail apparentiy mastered
every question that came up for considern-

on, and doubtless felt that he conld make
a valnable eontribution to its proper solu-
tion, and never failed of ecompletely ex-
hansting it. But members grew impntient
under it, and the remaik was not unire-
quently heard: '‘Gienernl Garfield ought to
give us oredit for knowing something. It s
not necessnry that he shoald enlighten vson
every subject coming before the House."”

lank is sawn asunder, the {wo new sur-
noes, instend of being left rough and scored
by saw-cuts, are accurately leveled as if by
a smoothing plane. The work of a sepa-
rate planing machine is thus dispensed
with, and the wood is delivered ready for
polishing, after being subjgoted to the
usuoal rnbiﬁng with glass paper.

A Wonderfal Decorative Materini.

The “‘stafi,” for decorating the World’s
Fair buildingsat Chicago, is a mixturs of
parie, alumina, dextrine and glycerine. It
is of French origin, and was first used at
the Paris Exhubition of 1878. The various
constituents are mixed, like ordinary plas-
ter, with cold water and allowed to harden
inmolde. The composition is quite water-
proof, and to correct any tendeney to hrit-
tleness the onﬂ-inﬁu are backed by some tex-
tile material such as coarse canvas. The
color of the material is dirty white, but it
ean of course be tinted to any hue that may
be required.

ARMOR PLATE TESTS

To Be Made at Indian Head To-day,
by the Government Ufficials,

D —

THE CULMISATION OF A SERIES,

Which It Is Thought Will Settle & Tong-
Disputed Point.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF SUCH PLATsS

[FROM A ETAFF CORRESFONDENT, !
WasHINGTON, Oct, 30, —What promises
to be in their results the most important
trials of armor plates ever yet made will be,
commenced at the Indian Head naval ond-
nance proving grounds to-morrow. These
triuls are the enlmination of the series of

‘tests beginning*with the Annapolis trials of

September, 1890, undertaken by the Naval
Ordnance Buresu for the purpose of devel-
oping the ideal srmour plate. In 1838,
when the great French naval constructor,
Dupuy de Lorne, built the Gloire, the 4.7
inches of iron he put on her sides was suffi-
cient to keep out the projectiles from any
of the guns of that dsy. Then the guns
were improved, and later the projectiles, ns
well, and g0 a constant strife for superiority
between guns and projectiles on the one
side and armor plates on the other was in-
augurated, and it is still in

Of late the guns and projectiles seem to
have had somewhat the better of the battle,
owing to the rfection to which armor
piercing pro eetilu have been brought and
the high velocities attained with some of
the modern guns.

The Limit to Armor's Thicknass.

The thickness in armor is necessarily
limited by the amount of weight that can he
given up to it, and in building s ship the
problem is, therefore, to devise an armor
plate that will be within these limitations
of weight and will yet keep the enemy’s
projectiles out of the ship. ¢ ideal armor
plate is one that is so tough that the impact
or penetration of a projectile will not crack
it, &nd is also so hard that the projectile will
b;ibrolren to pieces and will not get into the
ship.

Tho union of these qualities was aimed at
in the compound armor go y used in
the English navy, in which a face of very
hard steel is rzded to a back of wrought
iron, the idea being that the hard face will
break u{l the ‘fmjeelile. while the soft iron
back will hold the Y.Inh together and pre-
vent eracking. This type of plate worked
very well mqnng as it wns not attacked by

or to chilled esst iron pro-
shown that, with the highly tempered
forged steel projlectiies of present doy
the componnd plate cannot be expected to
stand up to its work. .
Tmpossibility of Welding.

The hard steel face fails to shatter the
projectile, but is instead shattered itwelf
and nsually large sections of it are broken
away from the blcklnﬁ, e ng the soft
iron, which & very sma ot could pierce,
Tt has been practically im ble to weld
the steel and the iron together well enough
to withstand the racking effect of the shot.
Many naval authorities never had much
faith in the compound armor, and secord-
ingly steel armor was develdped, the most

snceessful makers being Schneider &
Co., of Creusot, France.  The
great  difficulty with sleel was to

combine hardness with toughness If the
plate was made tough Enough to aveid
cracking it was apt tobe so soft as to be
easily pierced, and if it was made hard
enough to keep out the shot it was ver
lisble to be cracked. Even when cracked,
however, it was regarded by its advocates
as superior to the com'pnnnd plate, as it was
sure that the pieces fell from the backing,
and thus tne rmteet_in valus of the plate
was not entirely destroyed.

A Problem Yet to Be Solved.

To obtain Jnuetiul}y the theoretical quali-
ties of the ideal armor plate has been the
roblem before the ordnavee buresu. The
ntroduction of a small percentage of nickel
into steel gives it much additional tough-
ness, as was shown by the
nickel steel piste in the Ann
withstand the tendency to even when
ottacked by an eight-inch projectile. A
low percentage of carbon also r;fvu tough-
ness to the steel, while high ecarbon gives
great hardness, Advan has been taken
of these facts, and an effort has been made
to produce the ideal plate by makinga plate
ot low carbon nickel steel, and then, by the
Huyvey process of surfuce carbonization,
giving it an exceediogly hard face, grad-

back. In this plate there is no troublesome
weld as in the common plate, and whether
or not it is all that it is heoped to be this
series of trials will show.

THOUSANDS WERE KILLED.

FURTHER DETATLS OF THE GREAT
JAPANESE EARTHOQUAKE.

Fire Adds to the Work of Devastation in
One of the Buined Cities—The Afflicted
Eegion Isolated by the Prostration of
Telegrapha ‘

Loxpox, Oct. JL—Dispatches received
hiere from Hiogo, Japun, says that the ter.
rible earthquake” which oeccurred in that
eouniry on Wedtesday last destroyed the
tawns of Nagovn, Gifu and Ogaki, All the
public buildings snd most of the smaller
structures in these places were throwa
down.

A fira whieh started among the wroeked
buildings in Nagoya completed the work of
destruction in the most crowded guarter of
the place. It is estimated thas the total
number of persons who lost their lives by
the disasier exceeds 3,000. Many yessels
are reported to have been wrecked in the
vicinity of Hiogo, and during the seismie
disturbinces the walers of the Inkes in the
surrounding comniry were violently agi-
tated.

A few portions of Niphon Island escaped
the earthguake nnd suffered litile damage,
The number of Europeans who lost their
lives by the terrible visitation is small
The various wagon roads are blockaded by
the immense heaps of debris.
